Che pole was snapped in two places, and the machine 
coma i ted into a jumbled wreckage, over which resc uers labor­ 
ed tor an hour with tools in an effort to free Scott. I he motorist 
was pronounced dead by a physician from Frankford I {©spital. 
\ physician said tile dead man s stomach was pierced by the 
broken bar of the steering apparatus, while most of the flesh 
I JOLES I had been torn from his face by glass from the smashed wind­ 
shield.
